Speaking before an informal gath- 
ering of journa'ism moors Monday 
afternoon, the nafi\e Alabaman 
who has spent the pa.st 11 years cov- 
ering the Kremlin, went over sub- 
jects of most Interest to the average 
American. 

First, the chances of war. Gilmor • 
believes, are not too great. 

Second, the transition of power 
from the secret police of recent !v 
executed Laurenti Bena to Russian - 
army-backed Georgi Malenkov has 

Tlnrd. the Russian people do not 
hate Americans 

Fourth, members of the Russian 
intelligentsia do not believe the 
propaganda issued daily by the Sov- 



Soviet leaders. Gilmore said, 
speaking of the chances of war. are 
operating on the theory that some- 
da v the United States will suffer 
from an economic depression serious 
enough to give them a compara- 
tively easy victory against the free 
nations. 

In connection with this. Gilmore 
said that most of the Soviet leaders 
probably do not believe in the 
propaganda about the United States 
which originates, for the most part, 
from within the Iron Curtain. 

Their mam line of propaganda 
now. one designed to keep the Rus- 
sian people in a state of mind to 
accept all-out warfare, is that the 
United Stales and other free nations 
are encircling the Soviet Union with 
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Needed Red Army Aid 

Terming the transition of power 
from the hands of Laurenti Bena 
to Georgi Malenkov as "most signi- 
ficant." Gilmore said that Malenkov 
had to secure aid from the Russian 
Army To accomplish this, he con- 
tinued. Malenkov passed an un- 
known degree of power from his 
hands to those of Army leaders. 

Tins he explained, may be the 
signs of a beginning disintegration 
of power in the top echelons of the 
Soviet regime 

In answer to a query concerning 
Beria's trial. Gilmore said that it 
was entirely possible that Bena was 
executed immediately after his ar- 
rest, and that the "trials" may have 
been invented to explain his disap- 
pearance. 

Members of the Russian intelli- 
gentsia. Gilmore said, do not hate 
the United States or Americans He 
said that, m his many years of as- 
sociation with various Russians, he 
had never heard an impolite or bel- 
ligerent comment made about his 
political tenets 

As far as actual propaganda with- 
in the Soviet Union is concerned. 
Gilmore said, many of the Russian 
completely ignore it. For in- 
he said, the peasants have 
little time to worry about propa- 
ganda ol any kind, because of the 
day-to-day toil they engage in. 
On the other hand, he said, the

1!v notion for membership, made 
by Diane Parr. United Student, 
originated earlier in the semester 
Mm N'SA's national president. Jim 
Edwards, appeared before an SGA 
naaUag to ask UK to join the as- 
sociation. 

Delay in action was caused by 
a lack of enough members to vote 
on the proposal at the time Edwards 
appeared and the desire of the as- 
sembly to study the proposal thor- 
oughly 

Other Functions 

Other functions of NSA include 
studies of faculty— student relations, 
foreign study programs, and the 
publication of material summarizing 
msssmh and decisions made on stu- 
dent government problems by vari- 
ous schools. 

NSA membership gives SGA the 
risJM to send delegates to its an- 
nual congress, which will be held 
sometime in the latter part of Au- 
gust at a location not yet decided 
on. Since NSA's structural form is 
that of a confederation. SGA will 
not have to accept any policies or 
decisions reached by the associa- 
tion's congress. 

The cost ol membership for SGA 
will be from S2— 300 a year, includ- 
ing the cost of sending delegates to 
the congress.

I he keeneland \ssocia*ion operates on a non- 
profit and charitable basis, distributing its profits to 
scientific research, education, and charitv. In tin- 
past, tlu- Association h is !>ecn very generous with 
its gilts to the University, promoting important re- 
search right on the campus. 

\s has hen pointed out In Mr Guy Hugm-let. 
chairman of tlie Executive Committee of the l'k 
Board of Trustees, tin- University as a whole t-an 
do nothing about tlx- matter but many interested 
individuals have sent telegrams and wires to the 
Coventor and State legislature in an attempt to 



convince them of (he importance of their decision 
to the University. 

Tlx- pari-inutuel lax bill, advocated In Cov. I.aw- 
rence Wetherhy was passed In the kentucky House 
ol Representatives at Frankfort last week. II xx 
amended this week prior to consideration by the 
Senate. Fx en so. the amended propisal is no im- 
provement oxer th< original tax bill proposed by 
the- goxernor. 

In 194S. the Kentucky l egislature passed the 
three per cent fax on pari-mtitticl betting, however, 
they specific-ally exempted keeneland. giving rex-og- 
nition to its nonprofit status keeneland officials 
state that if the nexv tax legislation does go into 
effect, the Course will be unable to survive. Ibis 
will result due to the complicated setup which puts 
keeneland on a pax -as-x ou-go basis. 

\s has been stated many times before, l'k is in 
dire need of funds. The recent cutting of the l'k 
budgi t re-epie-st bv the State I .egislaturc has fro/en 
pi. ins ot expansion tor the next tx\o years. It should 
Im- the duty of the State to provide its youth with 
th<- best educational facilities possible. Now. hovv- 
e ver. it is fixing to eliminate another source of 
funds for the University In levying the- tax. 

Other state universities are continually inarching 
forward, progressing, but l'k has been forced to a 
standstill. \s usual, educationally xvisc. Kentucky 
must stay in the background. Its attempts at ad- 
vancc arc stymied at ex-ery turn. 

Therefore, there can Ik- no justification in the 
killing oil of a nonprofit association which has 
hacked tin- University so liberally. There can be 
no doubt that if this source- of income is extin- 
guished, the Unixersitx will certainly suffer.

Leading the Cats in every depart- 
ment except free throws, is All- 
Amencan Cliff Hasan. Hasan has 
scored 272 points, hitting 99 out of 
246 field goals attempted and 74 of 
107 free throws. This gives him a 
game average of 24.7 points and a 
403 shooting percentage. 

The Kentucky center also holds 
all individual records for the season, 
lour of which were established 
against Temple in the first game of 
the season. 

In that game Hagan set a new- 
point record of 51. the field goal 
record hitting 17 of 35 attempts, the 
free throws scored with 17. and the 
free throws attempted with 24.

intelligentsia tend to disregard Sov- 
iet propaganda because ol the many 
about-faces or reversals made lioni 
time to time. 

"Voice" Pla>s Small Hole 

Even the United Stale s source of 
propaganda plays a small role in 
Russia. Oilmore continued The 
Voice of America is completely 
jammed in Moscow, he said, and. 
when it can be received, most i>co- 
ple choose to ignore it. 

"After all." he said, "why should 
anyone risk encounters with the se- 
cret police?" Oilmore explained thai, 
although there is no law against 
listening to VOA in Russia. go\ em- 
inent agents still pul under suspi- 
cion and quest ionin-: people found 
listening to it. 

On subjects of a less serious na- 
ture. Oilmore told several stories 
about his life in the Soviet Union. 
One of the stories, now well known, 
which he told concerned the Volga 
boatmen. 

Prefer Vodka 

After questioning some boatmen 
on the Volga. Gilmore found that 
they had never heard ol the Volga 
Boat Song When asked what the 
song was. Gilmore replied it was. in 
America, thought to be a song that 
the boatmen sang to make their 
work easier 

The boatmen replied that only- 
vodka could do that. 

Another story told by Gilmore. de- 
scribed Stalin's funeral Hundreds 
of thousands of people came to look 
at the body of their leader while he 
lay in state for three days. Gilmore 
said, but only a few vere actually- 
crying. 

"In my opinion, they just came 
down there to make damned sure he 
was dead." he said.
